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This is a decision on the petition filed April 4, 2007, pursuant 
to 37 C.F.R. § 1.137(b) 1 , to revive the above-identified 
application . 

The concurrently filed Change of Address has been entered and 
made of record, along with the Revocation of Power of Attorney.
